W.C. Barrie Gives Bonus 


Information 


W. C. Barrie. superintenden’ for 
Alberta of the Prairie Farmers’ As- 
sitance Act, Shasta Building, Ed- 
monton, glves the following infor- 
mavion regarding the wheat acreage 
reduction bonus plan and the latest 
75¢ ‘an acre ®onus plan, recently 
announced by the federal govern- 
ment. 

In 1940 Alberta's wheai acreage 
was 8,667,000. The farmers were re- 
quested to reduce their 1941 acreage 
by 35 per cent. The actual reduction 
jwas three million acres, of which 
one million was sown vo coarse 
grains and grasses and two million 
acres summerfallowed. 

There are 76,000 wheat growing 
farmers in Alberta, and 62, 260 made 
application Inder the wheat acreage 
reduction plan. Fifty per cenv of the 
claims presented for the wheat acr- 
eage reduction bonus have been 
passed for payment, the votal being 


$4 million. The delay in paying the 
balance has been caused largely by 
variations in statements of farmers 
which have been presented vo the 
Wheat Board, the Prairie Farmers’ 
Assistance , organization. and the 
wheat acreage reduction bonus plan. 
In many cases i’ has been found 
nex to impossible to get these state- 
ments invo condition for an audi‘. 
Where claims cannot be finally 
passed, interim. payments are being 
«made so that farmers will have at 
least some money. Where vhe 
amount claimed is up to $50, the 
claim, will. be passed immediately 
for payment. In the case ofclaims 
over $50, 75 per cent will be passed 
for payment’ immediately and ad- 
justments made later, On payments 
which have already been made, and 
respecting which the farmer is dis- 
satisfied as to vhe amount, a policy 
of adjustment will be followed

larity or dissimilarity is placed on 
vhe seller or supplier. 

Where a contract has been made 
prior to September 15 or in the in- 
terval between Ocvober 11 and Nov- 


or services on or after the latter 
dave at a price higher than the 
maximum in the basic period, the 
price must be reduced to the maxi- 
mum imposed byy the ceiling. The 
jierms or conditions of sale of any 
goods or services, agreed to during 
the basic period may not be altered 
so as to increase the price even 
vhrough that increased price be be- 
low the maximum, 

Power is given; however, to the 
Wartime Prices and Trade Board 
to vary any maximum price, to 
prescribe ovher or additional con- 
ditions and terms of sale, or exempt 
any person or goods or services 


throughout the winter. Municipal 
secretaries and provincial inspeciors 
age urged to get their rave payers 
to apply for adjustments. 

In addition to the wheat acreage 
reduction bonuses and Prairie farm 
assistance payyments, there will be 
paid to all bona fide farmers in Al- 
berta a prairie farm income pay- 
menv of 75¢ an acre on one half of 
the farmer's cultivated acreage, the 
maxomum payment to any farmer 
being $150, The amount will be paid 
in two insvallments, 60 per cent as 
soon as possible after December Ist, 
1941, and 40 percent as soon as pos- 
sible after March Ist, 1942. 

To obtain such paymenis the far- 
mer must submit a cultivated acre- 
age statemeny or report before Nov- 
ember 30h, 1941, to the office of the 
local municipality or direct vo the 
office of the administration in Ed- 
monton. Municipalities are invited 
to assist in securing these reports. 

‘Farmers who have already filed 

a cultivaved acreage report for 1941 
under the P.F.A. Act need not file 
another statemen’. Farmers who 
have not filed a cultivated acreage 
report, but who have made a sworn 
wheat acreage reduction claim must 
complete o culvivated acreage re- 
port under the P.F.A. Act. 
* Farmers who havé not filed efther 
cul‘iate dacvreage reports or wheat 
acreage reduction claims must com- 
plete a cultivated acreage report 
under oavh. 

Forms are now being printed for 
distribution to ‘ municipal offices, 
Such offices will be advised within 
the nex’ few days of the farmers in 
their municipalities who have al- 
ready submitted a cultivaved acreage 
report for 1941.

“Going Back’’"—1, 

The belief that ‘varieties of wheat 
and other crops deteriorate, or “go 
back,” is widespread. This belief is 
probably quite old; indeed, it may 
trace back to Charles Darwin's con- 
viction that “nature abhors self- 
fertilization.” Thug in the early years 
of the present cenky we witnessed 
efforts to rejuvenate Red Fife and 
Marquis by crossing different plants 
of the same variety. This resulted in 
“regenerated” Red Fife, or “regener- 
ated” Marquis; but there was never 
a shadow of evidence that the re- 
generated strains were any more pro- 
ductive than the originals. 

The “going back” idea may be 
strengthened by the knowledge that 
growers of hybrid corn must renew 
their seed each year. However, the 
situation with cross-fertilized crops, 


f such as corn, is quite different from 


that with crops mainly self-fertilized 
such as wheat, oats and barley. 


The fact that Thatcher wheat suf- ° 


fered from leaf rust this year has led 
many people to believe that its rust 
resistance is weakening. This is em- 
phatically not so. Leaf rust and stem 
rust are caused by two quite differ- 
ent fungi. Thatcher has always been 
susceptible to leaf rust, and there is 
nothing to suggest that it is less re- 
sistant to stem rust than it was ten 
years ago, 

Deterioration in farm stocks of 
wheat is due to volunteering of other 
varieties grown a year or more 
earlier, to mechanical mixing in 

or granaries, to livestock 


pasturing on or passing bdver fields, 
and to occasional natural crossing . 
_ with other nearby varieties,

tions. The order-in-council, itself, 
exemp\s from the price ceiling 
goods sold for export; the sale by 
jany person ‘of his personal or 
household effects; isolated sales of 
goods or serivces by persons nor- 
mally not handling vhem; bills , of 
exchange, securities and title deeds; 
and sales of goods by auction where 
this proceedure is normal practice 
and is nov attempted merely to 
evade the regulations. Prices here- 
tofore fixed by the Board, or fixed 
or approved by any other federal 
provincial, or other authority’ with 


the written soncurrence of the 
Board, are also exempt from vhe 
ceiling. 

The ceiling provision in the 


order-in-council of course does not 

prevent hte sale of goods or the 

jsupply of services at prices lower 
vhan the maximum. 

Charges for goods or services 
which are in excess of the maxi- 
mum are not enforceable, and any 
amount paid above the maximum 
may be recovered. Goods bought or 
sold in violation of the regulavions 
are liable to seizure by the Crown, 
notwithstanding any ovher penalties 
which may be imposed, 

Penalties for the violation of 
these regulaiions are the same as 
those provided under earlier regul- 
ations of the Board, fines up to a 
maximum of $5,000, and two years 
imprisonment, or bovh, 

Eleven services are brought under 
the price ceiling and additional ser- 
vices may be added at the Board's 
discretion, These eleven services are 
defined as: 

1. the supplying of electricity, gas 
steam heat and water. 

2. telegraph, wireless and telephone 
services, 

3, the transporiation of goods and 
persons, and the provision of dock 
harbour and pier facilities, 

4. warehousing and storage, 

5. undertaking and embalming.

COMPULSORY MILITARY 
SERVICE 


The danger of defeat and the 
overthrow of the Empire is greaver 
now than it was in 1916 or 1917 
when the government of tha’ day 
was bombarded with resoluvion in 
favor of compulsory military ser- 
vice. Twenty-five years ago peaple 
of Canada pu’ the’ winning of the 
war above everything else. 

If the Canadian army ts Yo get 
the men it will need to play its 
part in defeating Hitler, individual 
citizens who favor conscription

An examination of vhe record in 
1916 and 1917 discloses that the 
pressure of public opinion was a 
factor in converting the governmen’ 
to a policy of compulsory military 
service. The head of the Federal

came from” many parts of Canada, 
he changed his atvitude and brought 
in the Military Service Act. 

It is worse than useless—it is dan- 
gerous—for’ Canadian yo continue to 
live in the world of make-believe 
with regard to the war situation 
and Canada’s part in iv. Distance 
from the scene of conflict, an in- 
crease in the industrial tempo, and 
a sedulously cultivaved fear that na- 
tional unity would be endangered 
by policies which recognize the 
closness of catastrophe to vhis coun- 
‘acy, have conspired to induce the 
belief tha’ we are really doing very 
well, and that there is really noth- 
ing to fear from a war tha’ must in 
time wear itself, out.

| Sidon a natural frame for your pic- 
ture subjects; and, as a rule, 
you'll get more appealing and in- 
teresting snapshots, This is especial- 
ly true when shooting a landscape, 
but can be very effectively used 
when snapping pictures of people, 

A “frame” may be a doorway, an 
arch, or a branch of a tree framing 
one side and top of a scenic view. 
This adds depth or third dimension 
to a picture, aids in “holding it to- 
gether,” and often permits blocking 
out undesirable objects, It can also 
be used to concentrate attention on 
a subject which, without a frame, 
might appear “lost” or too small, 

Consider the picture above, By em- 
ploying the wheel of a hayrake as 
a “frame,” what might have been 
just another record snapshot of this 
young lady has been transformed 
into a novel, effective picture, The 
wheel is naturally large and accen- 
tuated because it is nearer to the 
camera than the subject, Wherever 
your eye strikes the photograph, it 
is immediately carried to her face, 
either by the spokes of the wheel 
or by the steel tire, In addition to 
lending a dramatic touch, the wheel 
also provides a medium for holding 
the picture together. 


Note that both the wheel and the 
girl are in sharp focus. This was 
accomplished by using a small lens 
opening to get as much depth of 
field as possible. A medium yellow 
filter, commonly called a “K-2,” was 
slipped over the lens, to render the 
sky in a medium tone of gray, 
thereby separating the light tones 
of the clothing from the back- 
ground, 

Before you release the shutter for 
your next pictures, see if it isn’t 
possible to border the subject with 
some type of frame. By walking 
around a tree near your subject, 
you can almost always find a 
branch that forms an arch over the 
center of interest. Or you may find 
an arch of a bridge, ornamental 
iron grille-work, or many other 
things that can be used for this 
purpose. 

Framing your subjects is a knack 
easily acquired, and by so doing, 
you can often change everyday ma- 
terial into a picture that contains 
many of the appealing elements for 
an artistic, pictorial photograph. 
Try it and see if it doesn’t yield 
more interest-compelling snapshots

ap, he written permission of the National 
War Labour Board, no employer may increase 
his basic wage rates. This permission can 
only be given in cases where the Board has 
found the wage rates to be low. Wage rates 
which are unduly high will not have to be 
decreased, but in such cases the Board may 
ante the employer to defer the cost of living 
onus. 


Cost of Living Bonus 
Every employer covered by the Order must pa 
to alll his employees except those above the rink 
of foreman a wartime cost of living bonus. 

Effective November 15,each employer already 
paying a bonus under PC 7440 of December 
4 1940, shall add to such bonus an amount 
based on the rise in the cost of living index 
for October 1941, above the index number 
used to determine the current amount of the 
bonus, 

Effective February 15, 1942, each employer 
who has not been paying a cost of living 
bonus must begin to pay a bonus based on the 
rise in the index between October, 1941, 
and January, 1942, unless ordered by the Board 
to base the bonus on the rise in the cost of 
living over a longer period. 

The bonus is calculated on the followin 
basis: For each rise of one point in the cost o 
living the amount of the bonus shall be 25 
cents per week, except for male workers under 
21 years of age and female workers, who, if 
employed at basic rates of less than $25.00 
per week, shall receive a bonus of 1 percent 
of their basic wage rates. ; 

These bonuses will be adjusted regularly 
every three months. 


Administration 

The Order will be administered by five 
regional Boards under the direction of a 
National War Labour Board. Labour aod 
employers will be represented on each of 
these Boards. Watch for the announcement of 
these Boards to which inquiries concerning 
the application of the Order should be 
directed, F
